Sir: 


Referring to the verbal conversation had with you on Saturday in reference to the coinage 
of dimes and the re-issue of minor coins. I would state that about $75,000 in half-dollars and 
other uncurrent silver coins will be transferred to you, all of which you will please convert into 
dimes as early as practicable, as the demand seems to be urgent from all parts of the country. 


The expenses of transporting the dimes from the Mint will be paid by the Department, 
and not from your “silver profit fund”. 


You will please forward promptly memoranda showing the loss on such silver coins as 
may be transferred to you, in order to guard against the transfer of an amount on which the loss 
would be in excess of the appropriation. 


In regard to minor coins, it is necessary that you should promptly inform the Bureau 
when you have cleaned and reissued the first lot, in order that another supply may be transferred 
you without delay. 


The expenses of transporting these coins to and from the Mint will be paid upon accounts 
approved by you, to be transmitted to the Department.
